Name game 
over for GOP

WASHINGTON Republicans on 
Wednesday abandoned an effort to 
label their opponents the “Democrat 
Socialist Party” ending a fight within 
the GOP ranks that reflected the 
divide between those who want a more 
centrist message and those seeking a 
more aggressive, conservative voice. 

Supporters of the resolution ask- 
ing the Democratic Party to change 
its name instead agreed to accept 
language urging Democrats to “stop 
pushing our country towards social- 
ism and government control.” 

The initial name-changing reso- 
lution had drawn criticism from 
Republican National Committee 
Chairman Michael Steele. Florida 
GOP Chairman James Greer called the 
idea “stupid” and Colorado Chairman 
Dick Wadhams called it “absurd.” 

They said it made Republicans look 
petty during a troubling time for the 
nation. 

The Democratic National 
Committee said the proposal reflect- 
ed a political party so devoid of ideas 
that it was resorting to “name calling” 
and “petty politics.” 


Paying more for beer 
could aid health care

WASHINGTON Joe Six-Pack may have to hand over 
nearly $2 more for a case of beer to help provide 
health insurance for all. 

Details of the proposed beer tax are described 
in a Senate Finance Committee document distrib- 
uted to lawmakers before a closed-door meeting 
Wednesday Senators are focusing on how to pay for 
expanding health insurance for an estimated 50 mil- 
lion uninsured Americans, a cost that could range to 
some $1.5 trillion over 10 years. 

While many of the revenue raisers involve obscure 
provisions of federal law, most consumers can relate 
to a beer tax. 

Taxes on wine and hard liquor also would go up. 

And there might be a new tax on soda and other 
sugary drinks blamed for contributing to obesity A 
tax of 3 cents per 12-ounce drink would raise about 
$50 billion over 10 years, according to congressional 
estimates. Diet drinks, however, wouldn’t be taxed. 

The idea behind the proposed increases is to tax 
lifestyle choices that contribute to rising medical 
costs. 

The soft drink industry and beer and wine produc- 
ers are already lobbying to stop the proposals before 
they gain traction. The tax increases would lead to 
job losses for workers and higher costs for recession 


BY THE NUMBERS

» Percentage-wise, wine drinkers would take the 
biggest hit, a 233 percent tax increase per bottle. 

» Hard liquor would see the smallest proportional 
increase, 19 percent per fifth. 

»The beer tax would rise by 145 percent 
per six-pack. 

»The higher alcohol taxes would bring in nearly 
$60 billion over 10 years.

Eisenhower Expressway 
to be resurfaced next year

The Eisenhower 
Expressway will be 
resurfaced, and dozens 
of other traffic-scarred 
roads and bridges will 
undergo repairs under 
a new multiyear state 
road plan unveiled 
Wednesday 

The $11.25 billion 
highway improvement 
program maintains 
the existing priority of 
recent years to rebuild 
crumbling infrastruc- 
ture while spending 
comparatively little 
money on expansion 
projects aimed at eas- 
ing the state’s worsening traffic congestion. Illinois 
Department of Transportation spending for roads 
and bridges over the next six years is slightly higher 
than last year’s almost $ii billion multiyear program. 

The “fix it first” strategy is unlikely to change 
unless a new state capital improvement program is 
approved, officials said. 

But more maintenance work than usual will be 
accomplished statewide under the new IDOT high- 
way plan for 2010 through 2015 thanks to approxi- 
mately $700 million in federal economic stimulus 
grants that already are being spent on road repairs. 

The $45.1 million Eisenhower resurfacing, set to 
begin next year, is the biggest project slated in the 
Chicago region. 

More than 13 miles of the Eisenhower (I-290), from 
1-88 to the Kennedy (I- 90/94), will be resurfaced. 
Bridge repairs also are scheduled, IDOT said.

Senate OKs 
tax, video 
gambling for 
construction

SPRINGFIELD The Illinois Senate on 
Wednesday approved a long-stalled, multibil- 
lion-dollar construction package that would be 
paid for by legalizing video gambling, increasing 
liquor taxes, allowing people to play the lottery 
online and other measures that would generate 
more than $i billion a year. 

The Senate easily approved three different 
measures that make up the tax-and-spending 
package, with support from both Democrats 
and Republicans. It now goes to the House for 
consideration. 

“The train’s rolling,” said Sen. Ira Silverstein 
(D- Chicago), chairman of the Senate Executive 
Committee. 

It’s been a long time coming too: former 
Gov Rod Blagojevich failed for six years to put 
together a construction package. No major 
statewide construction program has been 
launched in Illinois since 1999, the first year 
of now-imprisoned former Gov George Ryan’s 
four years in office.

Austin saw six homicides in five days this month. 
Five males were shot and one male was stabbed 
in Austin from May 13-17, according to police and 
medical examiner reports. The victims ranged in 
age from 3 to 55. 

The deaths brought Austin’s homicide total 
this year to 17, more than any other community 
area, according to a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data. Austin is the largest of 
Chicago’s 77 community areas. 

“You got people shooting people,” said Aid. 
Isaac Carothers (29th), who represents part 
of Austin and serves as chairman of the City 
Council Police and Fire Committee. “Most of it is 
driven by gangs and drugs.” 

So far In May, there have been 28 homicides. 
Chicago police recorded 46 murders in May

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Vick released 
from prison 

Michael Vick is out of prison and headed home, broke and reviled for running a vicious dogfighting ring, 
but hopeful for a second chance at his once-charmed life as a star NFL quarterback. 

The suspended quarterback served 19 months in prison on the dogfighting conviction that capped one 
of the most astonishing falls in sports history— one that stole his wealth and popularity 
Here’s how it played out. 



April 25, 2007 

Police raid Vick’s Virginia 
property and find several 
neglected pit bulls and 
evidence of dogfighting. 

June 7, 2007 

Federal investigators raid 
Vick’s property. 

July 17, 2007 

Vick charged by a federal 
grand jury in Richmond, Va., 
with conspiring to engage 
in competitive dogfighting, 
procuring and training 
pit bulls for fighting, and 
conducting the enterprise 
across state lines. 

July 26, 2007 

Vick and his co-defendants 
plead not guilty to the 
charges. 


Aug. 23, 2007 

Vick signs plea agreement and statement of facts admitting to 
conspiracy in a dogfighting ring and helping kill pit bulls. He denies 
betting on the fights, only bankrolling them. 

Aug. 24, 2007 

NFL commissioner Roger Goodell suspends Vick indefinitely. 



Aug. 27, 2007 

Vick pleads guilty to 
dogfighting conspiracy 
before U.S. District Judge 
Henry Hudson. At a news 
conference, Vick apologizes 
for “using bad judgment 
and making bad decisions. I 
offer my deepest apologies 
to everyone. And I will 
redeem myself. I have to.’’ 


Nov. 20, 2007 

Vick surrenders to U.S. marshals and begins serving his sentence in a 
Virginia jail three weeks before his official sentencing. 

Dec. 10, 2007 

Vick is sentenced to 23 months in federal prison. 

Nov. 25, 2008 

Vick appears in a Virginia courtroom to plead guilty to a state 
dogfighting charge and receives a three-year suspended sentence. 

Wednesday 

Vick is released from the Leavenworth, Kan., prison to begin two 
months of home confinement at his Hampton, Va., home.

director Megan Beasley Her other recommen- 
dation? “Our chipotle macaroni and cheese 
with cavatelli and chipotle bread crumbs. It’s 
delicious and unique.” 

»» Smith &Wollensky (318 N. State St., 312- 
670-9900): Green beans topped with pecans 
and blue cheese. ‘A great dish,” Aeschbacher 
says. “That, and macaroni and cheese; you can 
never make enough of that.” 

»» N9ne (440 W Randolph St., 312-575-9900): 
“We sell a ton of lobster mashed potatoes— 
fresh lobster and garlic-mashed potatoes,” says 
general manager Tim Griffin. 

»» Ajasteak (Dana Hotel, 660 N. State St., 
312-202-6000): “We change our side dishes 
seasonally,” says chef Joshua Linton. “Right 
now, we’ve got great wok-roasted mushrooms 
tossed in truffle butter, accented with ginger 
and garlic, and served with wilted pea shoots.” 

»» Gene & Georgetti (500 N. Franklin St., 312- 
527-3718): “Creamed spinach is the biggest 
seller,” says owner Tony Durpetti, “and after 
that, sauteed spinach and broccoli. They seem 
to go with everything.” 

»» Mike Ditka’s (Tremont Hotel, 100 E.

With Memorial Day right around 
the corner, the unofficial start to grilling 
season is upon us. And if you’re to believe 
the headlines, there’s a glimmer of eco- 
nomic hope on the horizon. (Sometime 
near the end of grilling season, so best 
to act now.) 

Weather you’re doing the grilling 
in your backyard or letting a pro- 
fessional do it for you in a restau- 
rant, you’ll want to make sure you 
spend your money wisely 

We asked three Chicago chefs 
who know a thing or two about steak 
to stop by the Tribune offices, share 
some tips and grill some steaks (they all 
grilled bone-in rib eyes). Here’s what we 
found.

WHAT HE GRILLED 

An upper-third choice, 18-ounce, bone-in rib eye 
from New City Packing in Aurora 

PREPARATION 

Lightiy seasoned with Weber Griii Restaurant 
Seasoning Sait (paprika, white pepper, kosher 
sail and a secret biend of seasonings) before 
piacing it on the griii. Before puiiing it off, he 
topped it with a biue cheese “spiash,” a biend of 
giuten-free biue cheese, green onions, sail and a 
biend of biack, white and crushed red peppers. 

Tasting notes 

»» Kathleen Pratt, Metromix dining producer 
i’m a sucker for consistency, so this one had

me at “medium rare.” The iush, juicy meat was 
cooked exactiy to temperature, i’m aiso a sucker 
for biue cheese (OK, any kind of cheese), so 
the herbed biue cheese “spiash” was a perfect 
finishing touch. 

»» Kevin Pang, Chicago Tribune staff writer 
Loved the sharp herbiness that the scaiiions 
impart. The beef juice/fat washes over the paiate. 
The texturai contrast of the crusty exterior 
piaying off the buttery meat was great. Was 
surprised the biue cheese compiemented the 
richness of the rib eye and didn’t overpower it. 

»» Monica Eng, Chicago Tribune staff writer 
Juicy, deiicious, perfectiy cooked medium-rare 
steak wonderfuiness that couid stand on its own. 
But its boid, fatty fiavors aiso married beautifuiiy 
with the tangy, rich and yet green and herby 
notes of the biue cheese topping. Gorgeous. 


Best steak he’s 
ever ordered: 

Beef-Eiements of A1, a 
signature dish at Chicago’s 
famed Alinea (1723 N. 
Haisted St. 312-867-0110). 
it’s a cube of rib eye, 
presented with a ribbon of 
potato, a potato puree and 
a deconstructed A1 steak 
sauce, “it was a great way to 
present something famiiiar 
in a totaiiy different way.” 

Orders that make 
his eyes roli: 

“Any order with a ton 
of modifications. No 
mushrooms, no onions, 
add tomato, add chesse. it 
just makes me think that 
somebody isn’t out there 
to try anything new. They 
just keep faiiing back on 
the same fiavors they’re 
famiiiar with.” 

Thoughts 
on steak sauce: 

“To each their own, though 
if someone is ordering a 
great cut of meat, using a 
iot of condiments and a iot 
of steak sauce is going to 
drown out the fiavor. That’s 
not to say steak sauce isn’t 
good. On a burger, steak 
sauce is fantastic.” 

What to drink: 

“A big [cabernet 
sauvignonl. i’d iook for [a 
brand] iike a Cakebread or a 
Chimney Rock. Something 
that’s fruit-forward and 
reaiiy tannic.” 

What to do with 
steak leftovers: 

“Siice it thin, against 
the grain, and make a 
sandwich out of it. A little 
horseradish, some mayo, 
tomato, some greens- 
I like spinach-on a nice 
toasted roll.” 
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Rick Gresh 

33. executive chef at David Burke*s Primehouse,

WHAT HE GRILLED 

A prime 55-day dry-aged bone-in rib eye 

PREPARATION 

Seasoned with kosher salt and ground black 
pepper before grilling. Brushed liberally with 
the restaurant’s own “beef love” (rendered 
dry-aged fat, garlic, thyme, peppercorn, 
parsley stems and bay leaf) while on the grill. 

Tasting notes 
»» Kathleen Pratt 

The complex, earthy flavors that dry aging 
brings out had me swooning. This is the kind 
of meat I want my server to set in front of 
me when I go out and pay top dollar for a 
restaurant steak. The extra layer of richness 
the brushed-on “beef love” added really put 
this one over the top. 

»» Kevin Pang 

The dry aging process makes the beef 
remarkably tender, about one level removed 
from fork tender. It also gives it a natural 
truffle-like hint in the meat. Love the garlicky, 
fatty “beef love” that the chef bastes the 
steak with. 

»» Monica Eng 

This steak was well-cooked and simply 
presented to really bring out the woodsy, 
mushroomy and earthy flavors that develop 
with the dry aging. As far as steak flavor and 
character, this was the best tasting steak of 
the bunch.

Best steak he’s 
ever ordered: 

A 40-day dry-aged 
wagu New York Strip 
at Craftsteak New 
York. “It was just one 
of those steaks that 
had a ton of flavor. 

It was super-rich. It 
brought [out] every 
bit of the wagu.” 

Orders that make 
his eyes roii: 

“Anytime someone 
orders a 75-day rib 
eye extra well done. 
It’s a piece of meat 
that’s been aging for 
nearly three months, 
developing all this 
flavor, and you cook 
the living Christ out 
of it. You might as 
well not order that 
piece of meat.” 

Thoughts on 
steak sauce: 

“It has its place. It’s 
up to the individual. 
I’m more of a fan of 
a bearnaiseorone 
of our mousses. We 
offer a couple steak 
sauces. It’s more 
just as a service. Not 
everyone wants it.” 

What to drink: 

“A big red wine. 
There’s always 
the classic pairing 
of a [cabernet 
sauvignon] ora 
syrah. With some 
of our extra-aged 
steaks, pi not noir 
goes really well. Or a 
really hoppy beer.” 

What to do with 
steak leftovers: 

“Don’t try to reheat 
it and eat it like a 
steak. Cut it up into 
smaller pieces and 
put it in a pasta, 
risotto or stir-fry. 

You usually don’t 
have enough for a 
full meal, so you can 
stretch it by putting 
it in other dishes.”

“If you have a nice prime steak, all you need on there is a little salt 
and pepper. But I’ve never gotten into it with a customer as far as 
‘you should put this on your steak’ or ‘you shouldn’t put that.’” 

What to drink: “An ice-cold Heineken.” 

What to do with steak ieftovers: 

“Turn your oven to 350 degrees. Make sure it gets hot. Wrap 
the steak in foil and put it on a cookie sheet. Put it in there for 
10 minutes. It won’t get dried out. A good steak should still have 
some juices left in it.”

If you only do one thing, you’d better do it 
well, Tim and Jenny Holloway’s one thing 
is banh mi, and at their new Wicker Park 
sandwich shop, they’re doing the classic 
Vietnamese sandwiches very well. 

Bon Bon Vietnamese Sandwiches started 
life in February as a tiny carryout-only 
sandwich counter at the front of meal-prep 
service My Gourmet Kitchen, but there 
were always plans for something bigger. My 
Gourmet Kitchen was about to close, and the 
Holloways had designs on expansion. About 
three weeks ago, after a three-week closure 
to reconfigure the space. Bon Bon launched 
in earnest. The shop’s still a counter-service 
operation, but the orange- and green-waked 
room is now fiked with a garage sale’s worth of 
mismatched tables and retro chairs. 

The secret to great banh mi is great bread, 
and Bon Bon gets theirs from one of the best 
sources in town, Lincoln Square’s Nhu Lan 
Bakery Squishy soft with an exterior that 
flakes away when you bite into it, it’s the per- 
fect base for all five varieties of banh mi the 
shop turns out: classic, minced pork (seasoned 
with onions and fish sauce), char siu pork.

gingered chicken and portobeka ($3,95 each). 
Each sandwich gets a generous smear of mayo 
and a salad of julienned carrots, cucumber and 
daikon radish, plus some 
fresh cilantro. The crowning 
touch, a hit of fiery burnt 
red sriracha, is left to you— 
bottles are at the counter. 

Back when Bon Bon was 
just a little counter in the 
corner of My Gourmet 
Kitchen, we fek hard for the 
char siu pork banh mi, filled 
with sweet barbecued pork. 

We’ve since discovered the classic version, 
spread with a salty pate and layered with slices 
of head cheese and Vietnamese ham (also 
courtesy of Nhu Lan), and it’s just as addictive. 
Confession: When we said that Bon Bon 
only does one thing, we fibbed a little. They 
do make only one kind of food. But there’s 
also Vietnamese coffee and bubble tea. The 
coffee, icy and thick with sweetened con- 
densed milk, is a good option as part of the 
$6,50 sandwich-and-coffee combo meal, but 
if you’ve got a few quarters to blow (have we 
mentioned the me ter- free street parking?). 



you’k want to have fun with the bubble 
teas ($2,95), Flavor choices are predictably 
brief (lychee, coconut, honeydew, mango, 
taro, milk tea, matcha green tea) but you 
can combine any two flavors for the same 
price, Tim Holloway’s favorite? Taro-mat- 
cha— and he maybe on to something. 
Sometime soon. Bon Bon may ditch 
the single-item focus to add soups, salads 
and sides to the menu. But as long as they 
don’t lose focus, we can’t complain,

and paced so the dust has 
time to settle before the 
next explosion. Thing is, 
some muscular beings have 
brains, and “Salvation” isn’t 
one of them. For all its noise, 
not much really happens in 
the story. Supporting actors 
Bryce Dallas Howard, Moon 
Bloodgood and Common 
don’t have much to do, and 
few characters come into 
focus, particularly Connor, 
because Bale plays him like 
a slightly less grumbly Bruce

Despite appearances, Christian Bale isn’t 
trying to corner the market on fantastic 
genre heroes. 

The actor, who has played Batman in 
two hugely successful films, now takes on 
the iconic role of humanity’s savior John 
Connor in “Terminator Salvation,” opening 
Thursday 

“These things came to me and I found an 
interest in them,” the ^?^es-born actor, 35, 
says, “As long as I know that I can go and 
do something very different. I’m happy to 
return to them,” 

Indeed, in between “Dark Knight” and 
“Terminator,” Bale shot Michael Mann’s 
period crime drama “Public Enemies” 
(opening July i), in which he plays FBI agent 
Melvin Purvis to Johnny Depp’s legendary 
gunslinger John Dillinger, 

The usually busy Bale hasn’t worked since 
wrapping “Salvation” last summer. By the 
time “Dark Knight” was embarking on its 
world-conquering run last July, signs that it 
was time to take a break arguably emerged. 

Bale had to talk to the police for sev- 
eral hours on the day after “Dark Knight’s” 
London premiere following his mother and 
sister filing an assault complaint (the case 
was dropped for lack of evidence a few weeks 
later). And while filming “Salvation” in New 
Mexico that same month. Bale unleashed a 
long, foul-mouthed rant at the film’s direc- 
tor of photography, Shane Hurlbut, for fid- 
dling with lights in front of him while the 
actor was filming a crucial scene. 


Bale doesn’t excuse his behavior, 

‘As I’ve said, it was a 77-day schedule and 
that was a few minutes,” Bale explains, “It 
was very much a rarity But I don’t even want 
to say that I was justified. That’s not the way 
you can conduct yourself” 

In February, a recording of the blowup hit 
the Web, leading to speculation about what 
an intense guy the actor must be. 

But his co-workers are quick to come to 
Bale’s defense, 

“I understand what the word intense 
means,” says Bryce Dallas Howard, who 
plays John Connor’s wife in “Salvation,” 
“But it usually implies intimidation, and he’s 
not an intimidating guy He’s just incredibly 
focused and methodical and dedicated,” 

“I had nothing but good experiences 
on the set with Christian,” adds another 
co-star. Moon Bloodgood, “He was polite, 
warm and funny I don’t know; aU actors are 
intense to me in some way How do you get 
there without having some sort of intensity? 
But it’s not a negative intensity” 

Bale seemedundisturbed about the intense 
tag, whether he feels it’s accurate or not, 

“I don’t really analyze each word,” he 
shrugs, “Hey listen, people are going to label 
me whatever they want to label me, that’s 
their prerogative,” 

As for his next label-defying turn as the 
1930S G-man in “Public Enemies”— which 
was partially filmed in Chicago — Bale chan- 
neled that professional focus into scrupulous 
preparation. 


“It was a great, fascinating time in 
America’s history,” he says, “And Purvis is a 
wonderful character, supporting role as he 
is, for me to research and get to know any 
way that I can. To me, what ends up in the 
movie is just the tip of the iceberg of what 
you learn to play a real-life character. And it’s 
really fulfilling to see that appreciated by a 
director who really understands,” 

Next up, probably, is “The Fighter,” a true- 
life boxing story co-starring Mark Wahlberg, 
Bale already is sparring like mad in prepara- 
tion for the job, and loving it. 

Why is that not surprising? Maybe head- 
lining the second-highest-grossing movie of 
all time — and not knowing how you’re going 
to follow that act— calls for extraordinary 
stress-relief efforts, 

‘After making a number of blunders. I’ve 
learned that I do not answer that question 
until Chris Nolan has answered that ques- 
tion,” Bale says with a smile, when asked 
what the director might have told him about 
a third Batman outing. 

Asked why he thought “The Dark Knight” 
was so phenomenally popular.
